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REMARKS 

Restriction Requirement 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed August 
10, 2007, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group n. claims 55-56. 58 and 60-80, without 
traverse. 

In addition, a species election has been required, requiring election of a species 
directed to a specific disease for treatment according to the pending method claims. 
Applicants elect rheumatoid arthritis as the specific disease . The examiner, however, is 
reminded to follow the procedure in M.P.E.P. 803.02 and extend the search to the other 
species recited in the claims, should the elected species be fi-ee of the prior art.
